The Tragic Kingdom 

Two officer-involved killings ignite Anaheim’s long, hot summer that 

has been years in the making

The Great Recession has left a generation of jobless youth that 
council members easily ignore because they don’t live among 
them; the rest of us are suffering through a crime wave that, in 
my 33 years of living in Anaheim, has left the public fearful of our 

streets in a way I’ve never experienced. 


I knew something was horribly amiss 
in Anaheim—my beloved hometown, 
where my family has lived on and off 
for more than a century—a couple of 
years ago, when someone approached 
me to do a positive story The per¬ 
son’s name escapes my memory, 
but she was a bigwig in the city She 
thought that since I was such a proud 
Anaheim High School graduate, I’d be 
delighted to write a story about a pro¬ 
posed multimillion-dollar renovation of 
the school’s Cook Auditorium to return 
it “to its glory days,” as she told me, 
whatever the hell that meant. 

I laughed at the woman. I told her 
the last thing my alma mater needed 
was to refurbish the WPA-era build¬ 
ing. Sure, it needs some TLC, but 
far more pressing were the needs 
of the students—better teachers, 
better programs, better graduation 
rates, better everything except for a 
pinche auditorium used only for assem¬ 
blies. Far more needed for Anaheim were 
youth programs to steer them away from 
trouble, investments in our libraries, job 
opportunities—I went on and on, flabber¬ 
gasted at how clueless she was about the 
needs of the city’s residents. Unsurpris¬ 
ingly, she never contacted me again. 

This anecdote is emblematic of the real 
problem that’s currently afflicting the city. 
The shooting deaths over the previous 
weekend of 24-year-old Santa Ana resident 
Manuel Diaz and 21-year-old Joel Acevedo 
by police officers (the eighth within a year) 
have brought national attention upon Ana¬ 
heim—not on the preferred facade of Dis¬ 
neyland, the Anaheim Convention Center 
and our sports teams, but on burning dump¬ 
sters in the middle of streets, angry protests, 
and video footage of terrified parents shield¬ 
ing their children from rampaging police 
dogs and the firearms of the riot squad. It’s 
an easy story to tell: chaos in the land of 
Disney. Racist cops. Oppressed Latinos. 

The national media is already running 
with this narrative, and that’s okay. But 
it’s ignoring the full, more-telling picture. 
It’s not the police, but rather the lack of 
city leadership that has allowed a once- 
proud city to decay, to create the tense 
situation Anaheim is in today. Actually, 
scratch that: There has been city leader¬ 
ship, one so deluded it set the conditions 
that allowed Anaheim’s long, hot summer 
to finally explode. 

I TRY TO NOTWRITE ABOUT ANAHEIM 

politics, mostly because I have kith and 
kin who work for the city, and I want to 
shield them from any retribution caused 
by my rants, but mostly because—for 
once—the anger that accumulated over 
the years about what’s going on rendered 


me silent. Not anymore. My beloved 
hometown has turned into a joke, and it’s 
about damn time residents rise up. 

Anaheim was never a perfect city, but 
it was one that worked—not a corrupt 
nightmare as is Santa Ana, not a Step- 
ford community as is Irvine, but a living, 
breathing mini-metropolis of diversity, 
distinct neighborhoods and a shared 
sense of civic pride. Yeah, the City Coun¬ 
cil constantly preferred developers over 
residents, but at least prior incarnations 
understood the importance of caring for 
the whole city instead of just parts. 

But during the past decade, the council 
(led for years by former mayor and eternal 
Great Whore of OC Politics, Curt Pringle, 
and over the past two years by a major¬ 
ity bloc that consists of Gail Eastman, 

Kris Murray and Harry Sidhu) has done 
its best to impersonate—take your pick 
of metaphorical elite ignorance—Marie 
Antoinette, Nero or the One Percent. It has 
awarded millions of dollars in subsidies to 
hotel and retail developers and dumped 
even more millions on the so-called Resort 
District, the area around Disneyland that’s 
now slowly bulging into Angels Stadium. 
Within City Hall, staff has been directed to 
favor the well-to-do at the expense of the 
hoi polloi, all with impunity when it’s not 
conducted in secret. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the city has 


slowly crumbled. Residents have no faith 
in the City Council, mostly because four of 
its five members live in Anaheim Hills, the 
ritzy neighborhood isolated from the rest 
of the working-class city, and the council’s 
attention is skewed toward that area. The 
Great Recession has left a generation of 
jobless youth that council members eas¬ 
ily ignore because they don’t live among 
it; the rest of us are suffering through a 
crime wave that, in my 33 years of living in 
Anaheim, has left the public fearful of our 
streets in a way I’ve never experienced. 

The City Council’s reaction? Recently, 
it approved the placement of “In God We 
Trust” over the city seal in its chambers. 
Now that’s leadership! 

Something is amiss in the Anaheim 
Police Department—a department that 
cares more about confiscating witness 
videos than tending to the still-twitching 
body of Diaz just moments after officers 
shot him in the head (as seen in video 
exclusively obtained by the Weekly) is 
one with serious problems. But police will 
be police (and a good force is desperately 
needed at a time when actual crimes plague 
Anaheimers). Far more nefarious are Ana¬ 
heim’s uncaring bureaucrats and politicians, 
and all the protests in the coming weeks, 
while necessary, won’t amount to anything 
unless activists target City Hall. Burning 
small fires and chanting rattles the lords, 


but it does nothing to tear down the castle. 

There’s already a movement of sorts 
toward a more substantial, productive 
attack. A lawsuit filed by the ACLU against 
the city on behalf of Los Amigos, the long¬ 
time Latino grassroots group, seeks to end 
at-large elections in favor of a ward system, 
in the idea that better representation will 
lead to a better City Council and, by virtue, 
a better city. (I don’t agree with its Latino- 
centric argument, but that’s another col¬ 
umn.) The fine nonprofit Orange County 
Communities Organized for Responsible 
Development has highlighted the cancer 
within City Hall through studies. Mayor 
Tom Tait asked for California Attorney 
General Kamala Harris and the U.S. 
Attorney General’s office to conduct an 
independent investigation not only of the 
deaths of Diaz and Acevedo, but also of the 
police department as a whole. 

And there is precedent in Anaheim for 
people power. In 1978, Anaheim police 
broke up a football game in Little People’s 
Park; when community members com¬ 
plained, officers brutalized them. The 
ensuing furor led to police reforms, an 
Orange County grand jury investiga¬ 
tion and the creation of Los Amigos. But 
activists didn’t take over City Hall then 
because it was somewhat receptive to 
their concerns. Now, after a rambunctious 
City Council meeting on July 24 attended 
by hundreds and protests outside by more 
than 1,000, let’s hope city leaders realize 
the masses are seething and reform them¬ 
selves. Otherwise, we might see an Ana¬ 
heim that personifies an old French curse 
wishing the cursed be like a chandelier: 
hanging by day, burning by night.

DEAR MEXICAN: I 
know I might sound 
like a gabacho bor- 
racho, but I'm really 
just a gringo trying to 
make progress toward 
getting work legally in 
Mexico, a side of the immigration debate 
we rarely hear about. Most gringos who 
move to Mexico are students at Univer- 
sidad Nacional Autonoma de Mexico or 
retired people who move to gated seaside 
communities or San Miguel de Allende 
and help to drive the housing costs up. 
Others move to Ajijic at Lake Chapala; 
most of them never learn Spanish and 
spend the majority of their time going 
to potluck gatherings with other gringos 
ret irad os. Okay, I guess orgullo gringoso 
has its place. I am a rarity: I'm a gringo 
who lives and works in Mexico about six 
months per year. I want to live in Mexico 
year-round and work legally. There's a sys¬ 
tem set up for this, sort of ... It's the FM-3 
visa and various other paper-chase BS. Not 
only does it beg mordida, but it is slow 
and has many roadblocks. 

So far, I have worked under the table 
in Mexican tourism. Similar to architects 
from the Distrito Federal (DF) who end 
up working as waiters in Santa Monica 
or Seattle, I have had to work in hotels 
and restaurants in Puerto Vallarta, Cabo 
San Lucas, Mazatlan, etc. to survive. 
Selling time-shares is not for me (I am 
a lousy con artist). I want to work in my 
chosen profession —movie and TV produc¬ 
tion—and I want to get the equivalent of 
a Mexican green card. Do they exist? Is it 
possible for me to have a card that allows 
me to apply for work just as Mexican 
nationals do in Mexico City? I want to 
pay income taxes in Mexico and contrib¬ 
ute to the better future of the country. I 
speak Spanish well, and if I ever had a 
chance to talk to ex-prezes Vicente Fox 
and Felipe Calderon, I would say this: "For 
every 10,000 Mexicans working in the 
USA, can't you grant one green card to a 
gringo?"That's not asking a lot, is it?

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The Santa Ana Redemption 

Lola Gaspar finally grows up and becomes the restaurant we hoped it’d be

G ustavo Arellano first wrote about 
Lola Gaspar four years ago, when 
our food blog was still young 
and the restaurant had just opened. He 
weaved a brutal account of the inattentive 
service, the exorbitant $9 tacos trios, and 
a toothless habanero salsa that he likened 
to pasta sauce (and even included a You¬ 
Tube video of a teen eating a habanero 
whole for good measure). That post went 
on to garner more comments than ever 
seen before or since, proving that scath¬ 
ing, truthful reviews aren’t only the most 
fun to read, but also the best to inspire 
debate. So it was a surprise when one 
recent day, Gustavo sent me an email say¬ 
ing, “I’ve actually gone in twice over the 
past two months, and haven’t been kicked 
out! Food is good/great, atmosphere is no 
longer douche-y.” 

It wasn’t the first time my esteemed 
editor changed his mind about a place. 

He kept going to the Crosby even after 
several disappointing outings and slowly 
witnessed its evolution to become the 
great restaurant it is today. Now it seems 
the same has happened with Lola. In many 
ways, the Crosby and Lola Gaspar are a lot 
alike. They both shared shaky beginnings 
as rookies in the downtown Santa Ana res¬ 
taurant scene, and they even looked simi¬ 
lar, with a purposely Goth/punk aesthetic 
that shuns any color that isn’t dank and 
depressing. Lola is more Gothic than punk 
(really, more baroque). In a room so small 
it couldn’t even serve as the waiting area 
for your local Black Angus, a chandelier 
hangs next to a dominant wall that’s made 
to look as though it came from a subterra¬ 
nean subway terminal in which a thousand 
posters had been plastered on and hastily 
stripped off. Looking down at you as you 
eat is a creepy painting of a beautiful girl 
with a ghostly Haunted Mansion stare. 

Though it doesn’t happen as often as 
at the Playground, dishes are routinely 
rotated off the menu. The opening roster 
of Mexican and Nuevo Latino plates that 
Gustavo sampled in its first few weeks 
is long forgotten; the present-day list 
has only glimpses of Spain and Mexico. 
There’s still a burrito here, a chile relleno 
there, but what Lola now serves isn’t so 
much theme-based as it’s ingredient- 
driven. As such, I don’t guarantee that 
what I describe in this review will be 
there when you read it. 

There are salt-sprinkled purple pee- 
wee potatoes cut into coins, their color as 
striking as Prince’s outfits back in the day. 
They join the beef cheek espanola cooked 
to the consistency of pot roast and now 
exhibiting the syrupy sheen of a slowly 
basted barbecued beef rib. Wild boar 
bacon—which tastes and chews similar 
to stripped-from-the-bone baby backs—is 
seen peeking up from one of the best mac 
and cheeses I’ve encountered this year. 


It’s done with the correct ratio of sauce to 
pasta. Most important, the kitchen uses 
conchiglie shells for the dish, quarter¬ 
sized, twisted pasta cups that you eat 
one at a time to relish the broiler-crisped 
edges and crumbled breadcrumbs. 

Lola still offers some exorbitant tacos, 
though—in fact, they’re even more expen¬ 
sive now, topping out at $13 for a trio that 
features skirt-steak strips from a farm 
that’s name-dropped, as if to justify the 
price. After realizing what I liked best 
about them were the soft-as-blinis torti¬ 
llas, which are sourced from El Metate, 
a local supermarket, I can’t say I recom¬ 
mend them. For two bucks less, the better 
deal is the giant bowl of mussels with 
chorizo in a sofrito broth—a stew-like 
soup that spoons as thick as curry, stuns 
with a hue as red as panang, and is so lip- 
smackingly rich from the melted pork fat 
you’ll inevitably ask for more bread to sop 
it all up. Since it’s crammed with an excess 
of that spicy/sour sausage, it’ll probably be 
the only chorizo-imbued dish you need. 
Skip the flatbread as it’s too dense and too 
doughy. And take a pass on the pork osso 


bucco, if that’s still on the menu when you 
read this. Though the mashed plantain 
on which it rests is perky sweet, the pork 
itself is lamentably bland. 

Start your evening with a glass of san- 
gria ladled from a big jug (just one of 
the many fine boozes), then an order of 
scorching bacon-wrapped dates, their 
blue cheese filling as piercing as needles. 
End your evening by asking the attentive, 
sweet and congenial servers for a but¬ 
terscotch pot de creme, a lidded jar filled 
with a silky-sweet pudding that finishes 
with sea salt tickling your tongue. Yes, I 
had a pleasant meal and non-douche-y 
time at Lola. Despite the fact that this 
positive review won’t inspire as many 
comments as a negative one would, it 
proves that time heals wounds and allows 
formerly bad restaurants to become great.

S lowly but surely, Orange County is 
learning the superiority of Korean 
ways. We've already assimilated kalbi 
tacos; the Korean spas, where old 
women in bras and panties scrub naked 
ladies down to a luminous glow, are 
already the stuff of legend among the 
fairer sex; and Korean churches are 
the liveliest and best-attended in OC 
Christendom. Eventually, kimchi will be 
as popular as Sriracha, and we'll all 
learn to greet one another with the har¬ 
monious "Annyong haseo\ "(Hint: When 
you're at a Korean restaurant and the 
host greets you with this—and he or she 
always W\W —repeat it back.) 

But the next thing we need to 
embrace is Korean fried chicken, by 
far the most spectacular rendition in 
the genre. Unlike other unnamed KFCs, 
Koreans view throwing drumsticks and 
wings into a fryer as reverent a dunking 
process as a baptism. At KoKo Chicken 
and BBQ in Buena Park, written in 
fluorescent marker on a glass wall is 
a warning to eaters that this process 
will take time—15 to 20 minutes, mini¬ 
mum—because the owners fry to order, 
with fresh oil and chicken parts just five 
days or fewer removed from a breath¬ 
ing, living hen. If this seems like overkill, 
order some pieces, bite into them and 
slip into your happy zone. 

As at most Korean fried-chicken spots, 
KoKo fries its chicken twice, a process 
that not only separates the skin from the 
meat so you can pull the skin off with a 
tug that requires all the effort of remov¬ 
ing a silk glove, but also creates meat 
so juicy that rivers of fat glisten on it. 

The skin is golden, jagged, almost pre- 
Cambrian in appearance, but the taste is 
unadulterated fat, making chicharrones 
seem as rich as chomping on a pencil. 
Dunking sauces are offered, but they're 
almost superfluous—that's how brilliant 
these wings are. Prices are cheap, and 
beer and soju flow freely, so show up in 
the evening, when the Korean youth of 
Buena Park and Fullerton flocks to the 
place to crunch through an order, along 
with other Korean pub favorites. 

Slowly, more non-Koreans are discov¬ 
ering KoKo. The menu used to be only in 
Hangul, but it is now also in English. Every 
once in a while, you'll see a flyboy from 
the Fullerton Municipal Airport across 
the street poke his head inside. And the 
television tends to settle on ESPN instead 
of florid Korean melodramas or K-pop. In 
10 years, Korean fried chicken will be as 
American as Kogi—oh, happy future!

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than ever, and there are clear and abun¬ 
dant signs of life within the independent 
community. “Watch what happens with a 
film such as Beasts of the Southern Wild,” 
he says. “That’s going to be nominated for 
and possibly win a number of Academy 
Awards. It was made for no money in Lou¬ 
isiana by a new group of filmmakers. You 
had The Hurt Locker a couple of years ago 
destroying Avatar at the Academy Awards. 
Then you had The King’s Speech and The 
Artist destroying all the Hollywood crap.” 

Although Friedkin is always on the 
prowl for material that excites his cre¬ 
ative instincts, his next project requires 
him to look back: his autobiography, due 
out next spring. “I wrote it in longhand,” 
he says. “My model is—and I fall far short 
of it, I will admit—Elia Kazan’s book A 
Life, which is the best autobiography of a 
filmmaker I’ve ever read.” 

He is also embroiled in a dispute with 
Universal and Paramount over the rights to 
his resurgent 1977 film Sorcerer, a remake of 
Henri-Georges Clouzot’s The Wages of Fear. 
After Paramount struck a new print for a 
screening early last year at the American 
Cinematheque Los Angeles, neither studio 
has acknowledged ownership. “Everybody 
that has tried to get it has gotten a letter 
from both studios saying, ‘We don’t own it, 
and we don’t know who does,”’ Friedkin 
says. “All I’m asking in return is to let me 
take the film to someone who wants to put 
it out there,” he says, hopeful the Sorcerer 
imbroglio is resolved at a settlement confer¬ 
ence scheduled for November. 

He goes on to explain that “there are 
hundreds of films that fall into this cate¬ 
gory, if not thousands,” with arcane rights 
issues cropping up on a regular basis, even 
with such well-known films as Blade Run¬ 
ner. “You can’t get [a print of] Blade Run¬ 
ner from Warner Bros.,” he says emphati¬ 
cally. “They will tell you they don’t know 
who owns it. I know who owns it; it’s a 
friend of mine, a guy named Bud Yorkin. 
Bud Yorkin and his partner Jerry Peren- 
chio put up the completion bond on Blade 
Runner. And Yorkin and Perenchio wound 
up with all the subsidiary rights. So when 
Lincoln Center requested a print of it, 
they got [a] letter from Warner Bros.: ‘We 
don’t know who owns it.’ 

“This is going on constantly,” Friedkin 
continues. “And the only way to resolve 
it is through the legal system. Because 
at the studios now, you have a bunch of 
young lawyers who have no idea of the 
legacy of their companies or of the origins 
of the films that made the companies or 
anything else. They’re just legal house 
cleaners who have no idea where the files 
are or what’s in the files.” 

Facing such Orwellian business in 
Hollywood, it’s no wonder Friedkin has 
struck out on his own. “The films that we 
made in the ’70s were for me,” he says. 
“Today, I’m at odds with the Zeitgeist— 
very much at odds with it.”

Killer Bill 

William Friedkin tells us about Killer Joe and what’s wrong with Hollywood

Ml ’ll just tell you straight out, Killer Joe 
I is the most disturbing film I’ve ever 
I made,” William Friedkin admits. 

This is really something, coming from 
a filmmaker who has spent much of his 
eclectic career testing audience limits. The 
Exorcist riled Catholics and had theaters 
stocking barf bags in 1973; Cruising, the 
1980 Al Pacino thriller that takes place 
amid the Manhattan s-m scene, outraged 
the gay community; and Bug (2006) is 
one of the most visceral, psychologically 
intense films in recent memory. “I’m 
always trying to push the envelope,” he 
says. “It’s hard to define ‘the envelope,’ 
but that’s what I want from a film—to take 
me to places I haven’t been before.” 

Friedkin’s career as a director, screen¬ 
writer and controversialist is marked by 
influential hits ( The Exorcist), accolades 
(including the 1971 Best Director Oscar 
for The French Connection and the 2006 
Cannes film critics’ prize for Bug) and 
sleepers that have matured into clas¬ 
sics (Sorcerer). After Bug, Killer Joe is 
his second collaboration with Pulitzer 
Prize-winning playwright Tracy Letts. 
Where Bug was a queasy close-up of the 
psychopathology of paranoia, Killer Joe is 
rollicking, unhinged trash-noir. 

“I’m not always able to find a piece of 
material that satisfies that need or urge,” 
he says. “Yes, it is a need that I have, to 


not make a placid, sentimental film.” 

The biting energy of Killer Joe, the effi¬ 
ciency of its film craft and the sharpness 
of its performances are reflective of a man 
whose love of filmmaking hasn’t flagged in 
the five decades since his debut, the docu¬ 
mentary The People vs. Paul Crump. He 
evinces that vigor in person as well. He’s 
a great talker with an ear for anecdote, 
such as the one about Peter Bogdanovich’s 
attempt to make Killer Joe. “Peter had 
Jeff Bridges, who was going to play Joe,” 
Friedkin says. “And they couldn’t set it up. 


Jeff Bridges finally withdrew, having said 
that his wife told him that if he did this 
role, she’d leave him.” 

The film was independently financed 
and shot in 20 days in Louisiana, a long 
way from the Hollywood system that 
Friedkin says he’s no longer interested in. 
“The films just aren’t for me—comic-book 
characters, video games, idiotic rom- 
coms. [They’re] for millions of people, but 
they aren’t for me, that’s all.” 

But outside the studios, he adds, oppor¬ 
tunities for filmmakers are more plentiful

ABRAHAM LINCOLN: VAMPIRE 
HUNTER The logical outer limit of 
the whole horror-as-metaphor thing, 
Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter 
shoehorns the entire personal history 
of the 16th president into mega-budget 
The Legend of the 7 Golden Vampires 
chop-socky/grind house schlock, and 
casts the seditious South as a nation 
of slave-sucking undead. "History," 
narrates Abe (Benjamin Walker), 
"prefers nobility to brutality"—a fact 
redressed by Seth Grahame-Smith's 
screenplay, in which the Pride and 
Prejudice and Zombies author adapts 
his second cutesy-clever pulp-histor¬ 
ical mash-up. Young Mr. Lincoln loses 
his mother—who actually died from 
drinking bad milk—to a vampire's bite, 
takes up training under hunter Henry 
Sturgess (Dominic Cooper), and learns 
to search and destroy Nosferatu with 
his rail-splitter's silver-edged ax, finally 
setting his sights on head vampire 
Adam (Rufus Sewell), who lives in the 
ripe antebellum splendor of a Simon 
Legree. Shot by the estimable Caleb 
Deschanel and projected in wholly 
unnecessary 3-D, Vampire Hunters 
bleached palette makes it the ugliest 
major-studio release this year, though 
it needs be said that Kazakh direc¬ 
tor Timur Bekmambetov (Wanted) 
approaches the material with a degree 
of Eurotrash insouciance that is proba¬ 
bly necessary to approach it at all and 
crisply handles set pieces involving a 
horse stampede and a runaway muni¬ 


tions train. Possible resulting "fun" is 
only slightly mitigated by contempla¬ 
tion of the wearisome decadence of 
American popular culture. (R) Nick

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN Spider 
Man's story is some primal-ass teen¬ 
age wish-fulfillment: nerds beating 
jocks, astonishing the old people, 
romancing hot girls, dangling crimi¬ 
nals from rooftops, fighting awesome 
monsters, and for god's sake, people, 
we're not made of stone, here. The 
Amazing Spider-Man, an inexcusably 
good reboot-thing from director Marc 
Webb, celebrates the heartwarm¬ 
ing arachno-genetic bar mitzvah in 
which a boy becomes a spider, and 
a spider becomes a man. Boy genius 
Peter Parker, played charmingly by 
Chia-haired Andrew Garfield, tours 
the Oscorp lab of Dr. Curt Connors 
(Rhys Ifans), a kindly, non-mad sci¬ 
entist recklessly tampering with the 
fundamental forces of nature, as one 
does. Dr. Connors' facility includes a 
sealed room full of genetically altered 
spiders into which Peter sneaks while 
everyone else is distracted by unlikely 
Hollywood computer interfaces. 
Reader, the spider bites him. Credit 
Sony with making an unconventional 
choice in Webb, whose great (500) 
Days of Summer was not the obvious 
debut for the director of a high-profile, 
big-budget action film. It's all sharp- 
of-wit and sweetly sentimental for lots 
of reasons, including Martin Sheen 
and Sally Field as Peter's Uncle Ben 
and Aunt May and a peroxide-haired, 
superbad Emma Stone as a gently 
ironic Gwen Stacy, Peter Parker's 
first girlfriend. A bit—how do you 
say— boring in the comics, Gwen 
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TENSE, ABSORBING,

and independence, a damsel in only 
moderate distress. Denis Leary, as 
Captain Stacy, father of Gwen, evinces 
his signature growly sarcasm and hits 
unexpectedly sweet notes of paternal 
affection.

MAGIC MIKE When Channing Tatum 
stood up and revealed his bare ass 
to the camera a minute or two into 
Steven Soderbergh's Magic Mike — 
which the actor conceived of and pro¬ 
duced based on his own experience as 
a teenage dancer in an all-male exotic 
revue—the audience in my screening 
burst into a near-unanimous extended 
cheer. Tatum's appeal is based on 
working-class humility paired with 
otherworldly charisma, an impossible 
body, and the intelligence to make his 
use of it seem effortless. Now, as then, 
he never fails to give us what we paid 
to see. But what is he really revealing? 
The highly calculated Magic Mike is 
pure Hollywood self-mythology—a 
neo-Depression musical, a wish-fulfill¬ 
ment fantasy for shitty times, another 
origin-of-the-star story. Tatum's Mike 
is the main attraction at Xquisite, a 
Tampa pop-up strip club whose male 
dancers cater to an all-female clien¬ 
tele. It's also a self-reflexive portrait of 
three distinct points in the Hollywood 
himbo life cycle: Tatum's 30-year-old 
Mike mentors scrappy newbie Adam 
(Alex Pettyfer), a 19-year-old rebel 
with neither cause nor clue whom 
Mike brings into the Xquisite fold; Mike 
himself was discovered on the street 
by Dallas (Matthew McConaughey), 
the club's manager/main hustler. An 
extremely conventional backstage 
story is occasionally enlivened by 
director Steven Soderbergh's aesthetic 
curveballs—the halo-shaped lens 
flares suggesting Adam's halcyon view 
of the club; a long night of debauch¬ 
ery with major plot consequences 
rendered as an experimental study in 
color and shadow. But the denoue¬ 
ment, built around the hoariest of 
contrivances concerning the cyclical 
nature of stardom, squarely casts its 
lot against self-commodification, by 
extension damning the margins and 
endorsing the mainstream.

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auteur immortalized a Talking Heads 
show (and David Byrne's oversized 
suit jacket) in Stop Making Sense, 
cinematically enlarged a cozy Robyn 
Hitchcock set in Storefront Hitchcock, 
and discovered a like-minded collabo¬ 
rator in the titular troubadour of 2006's 
Neil Young: Heart of Gold and 2009's 
Neil Young Trunk Show.

SAFETY NOT GUARANTEED With 
her high cheekbones, feline brown 
eyes, and heart-shaped mouth, 
actress Aubrey Plaza is bombshell 
hot. But in an unusual twist for a 
twentysomething performer, Plaza's 
natural foxiness is a resource that has 


gone largely unexploited. She's never 
cast purely to pretty up the place. If 
anything, she's there to put the pretty 
in their place. All of which makes it 
interesting that Safety Not Guaranteed 
—a road-trip rom-com with a light 
sci-fi spin that screenwriter Derek 
Connolly wrote with Plaza in mind 
—is both the first big starring role 
for Plaza and also the first movie to 
acknowledge her hotness. Reporter 
Jeff (Jake Johnson), on assignment to 
write an expose on a guy searching 
for a time-travel partner, suggests that 
his intern Darius (Plaza) use the fact 
that she's a "beautiful woman" to get 
the story. A typical Plaza tough cookie 
patly softened by her pre-opening- 
credits admission that her sarcastic 
facade can be traced back to the 
death of her mom, Darius calls Jeff 
out for "dangling my vagina out there 
like bait." And then she does what 
she's told to gain entry into the weird 
world of Kenneth (Mark Duplass), a 
hermit loner who claims to have built 
a time machine. Plaza and Duplass 
have an easy, charming chemistry, and 
plot contrivances aside, as indie-film 
nerd-mances go, this one is genuinely 
sweet. (R) Karina Longworth. Edward's 
Westpark 8, Irvine. 

SAVAGES "Welcome to the reces¬ 
sion, boys," says John Travolta's 
DEA-double-agent profiteer in Oliver 
Stone's Savages, a movie of its 
moment, though both its good guys 
and bad guys (if there's really even 
a difference) are unquestionably the 
1 percent of their industry—that is, 
the weed trade. The setting is the 
100 miles surrounding the California- 


Mexico border circa right this minute, 
with Stone focusing on the human 
and fiscal politics of California's twin 
pot economies, one quasi-legal and 
the other criminal—a split that the 
film suggests can only last for so 
long. More than two hours long—and 
building to two endings, one romantic- 
tragic and one quasi-ironic and roman¬ 
tic-ludicrous— Savages is bloated with 
plot and exposition, much of which is 
related via the incessant voiceover of 
Ophelia (Blake Lively), quite literally 
the voice of the movie, a responsibility 
the character is too wispy to shoulder. 
Taylor Kitsch and Aaron Johnson, 
as California dudes dragged into a 
turf war with the expansion-minded 
Mexican cartel, register as blanks on 
screen. In contrast, Salma Hayek and 
Benicio del Toro, both sporting appar¬ 
ently intentionally terrible wigs, give 
big, scenery-chewing performances, 
earning our interest and empathy even 
while committing heinous acts. The 
film's micro-time-capsule approach is 
interesting, but Stone's indulgence in 
both above-the-law fantasy and the 
only-in-Hollywood notion that love 
trumps business are more potent than 
any point he's trying to make about 
our real world. (R) Karina Longworth.

TED Fans of Seth MacFarlane's Fox 
mainstay Family Guy who wish he 
would run afoul of FCC regulations 
every week might be pleased with Ted, 
the story of a 35-year-old man and his 
foul-talking teddy bear. Plushies, too, 
might be turned on by the pot-smoking, 
whore-banging CGI toy ursus of the 
title, voiced by MacFarlane, making 


his feature-directing debut, which he 
co-scripted with Family Guy writers 
Alec Sulkin and Wellesley Wild. Other 
specialized demographics—namely, 
anyone over 15 who can't claim 
membership in either of the above 
groups—might sit in the theater in 
stony silence. Ted's overextended, 
desultory 104 minutes—which include 
a kidnapping, a car chase, a set piece 
propelled by Tiffany's "I Think We're 
Alone Now" video, and a Norah Jones 
concert—also operate on the premise 
that audiences can't resist having 
their baser instincts appealed to over 
and over again, especially when the 
filthy talk, gay panic, and racist jokes 
pour forth from as dissonant a figure 
as a stuffed animal. But does the bear 
really look that dissimilar to—or func¬ 
tion that much differently from—Seth 
Rogen, Jonah Hill, Jason Segel, or any 
other round-bellied bad influence from 
movies made under the sign of Apatow 
during the past five years? Like its 
buddy-movie predecessors, Ted has 
a soft, squishy ending, one meant to 
vindicate the girlfriend (Mila Kunis) 
who insists John grow up, even if the 
film has so little use for her—or any 
female who doesn't want to spread her 
legs for Ted. (R) Melissa Anderson.

YOUR SISTER'S SISTER Beginning 
with a bilious toast and ending with a 
group hug, Lynn Shelton's Your Sister's 
Sister, her fourth film, expertly makes 
us squirm for about half its running 
time only to soothe us with empty 
pop-psych declarations. In Shelton's 
previous feature, the bolder Humpday, 
two straight guys, in a moment of 


perverse macho posturing, agree to 
do it with each other on camera, but 
Your Sister's Sister loses interest in 
the sexual awkwardness and anxiety 
and uncomfortable truths it sets up. 
Still, with each character in its central 
romantic triangle hiding a secret, the 
dialogue in Your Sister's Sister is often 
a funny combination of stammers, 
overexplaining, and nervous back¬ 
tracking. This anodyne-by-design talk 
often gives way to lacerating revela¬ 
tions: "There'll be no talking behind 
anyone's back in this house," declares 
Jack (Mark Duplass, one of Humpday's 
dare-taking hets) at breakfast in the 
idyllic cabin he winds up sharing 
with half-sisters Iris (Emily Blunt) and 
Hannah (Rosemarie DeWitt), who, 
self-medicating with tequila after leav¬ 
ing her girlfriend of seven years, has 
abysmal 90-second sex with Jack. In 
these moments, the largely improvised 
script works well, exposing the jabs 
and parries of passive-aggressive 
behavior. It all unravels—rapidly 
and inexorably—however, becoming 
another movie entirely, filled with mon¬ 
tages of cuddles, walks in the woods, 
and a regressed man's epiphany 
in a diner—a "healing" arc nearly 
indistinguishable from that found in 
nearly every comedy hybrid playing in 
multiplexes. This softening is all the 
more disappointing when compared 
with Humpday's closing scenes, which 
were ambiguous, discomfiting, and 
messy, just like the two characters 
at its center.

Amy Caterina loves a pink-colored Apocalypse—and other fuzzy disasters

A t an air show at Niagara Falls 

when fiber artist/photographer 
Amy Caterina was 13, she wit¬ 
nessed a midair collision of two Blue 
Angel planes in which one of the pilots 
was decapitated. That same year, the 
space shuttle Challenger exploded shortly 
after launch; three months later, the melt¬ 
down at the Soviet Union’s Chernobyl 
became the worst nuclear-power-plant 
disaster in history Other 13-year-olds 
were aware of such catastrophes and no 
doubt saw the terrifying images of death 
and destruction, but they likely quickly 
moved on with their puberty-dominated 
lives; little Amy cut out gruesome newspa¬ 
per clippings and packed them into boxes. 

What most intrigued the future artist 
wasn’t horror, but rather how some¬ 
thing could exist, and then suddenly not 
exist, and it forever ignited a fixation on 
the nature of death and destruction, of 
what’s left behind. With these kinds of 
childhood highlights, one might expect 
Caterina to be a dark, tortured soul, so 
when she bounces into the room, bright¬ 
eyed and beaming, her peroxided hair 
aglow, you might do a double-take. 

“I’ve been told I have an optimistic 
darkness,” she says while giggling. As 
she retrieves doggie treats so that her 
beloved wiener pooch Walter Hill will 
agree to perform some tricks, she contin¬ 
ues, “But my whole childhood was ter¬ 
rorized with thoughts that we were going 
to be nuked by the Soviets.” 

Her reaction to terror is not to run, 
but to embrace. To combat her Cold War 
fears, she shaved her head in college and 
drew a Gorbachev splotch on it for a 
school assignment. She has no fear of fly¬ 
ing; instead, she makes model airplanes 
(including those lost in the Bermuda 
Triangle) with her husband, artist Kevin 
Hill, and hangs them in a diorama over 
the bathtub. “I just sit really low when 
I’m in there,” she says with a wink. And 
since she can’t stand the ocean, over her 
bed hangs a framed poster of Jaws. Most 
unusual, instead of being into guns, knives 
or other deranged weaponry, she knits. 

Caterina, who is currently an adjunct 
art instructor at Santa Ana, Golden 
West and Coastline colleges, is a highly 
respected fiber artist whose installa¬ 
tions of life-sized deer and other forest 
creatures knitted from Fun Fur have 
dominated exhibitions throughout South¬ 
ern California. It’s disaster darlin’ meets 
Bambi and Thumper—and there isn’t an 
evil hunter or forest inferno to be found. 

Turning tragedy into warm and fuzzy 
triumph is her gift. She has had seven 
operations, for example, and since she’s 
not keen on the hospital experience, she 
is drawn to surgical tools, which she 
instantly re-defines by knitting them 
cozies even a grandma could love. 


T hey teased, we waited, and then 
last week, it finally happened: No 
Doubt released their first single in 
10 years. The new video for "Settle 
Down," a reggae-infused, dancehall 
trucker party, is a full-circle experi¬ 
ence for fans of the pop-ska quartet 
from OC. (Fun Orange County fact: At 
the beginning of the video, bassist 
Tony Kanal eats an orange, a nod to 
the band's Anaheim roots and the cit¬ 
rus fruit held by front gal Gwen Stefani 
on the cover of their 1995 breakthrough 
album, Tragic Kingdom.) 

While watching the musical 
reunion, a few thoughts crossed my 
mind. First, damn, that woman does not 
age. Second, I really wanna listen to 
"Just a Girl" and "Spiderwebs" right 
now. And third, there's hella product 
placement. It's a bit shameless how 
the video plays out as a six-minute 
commercial, but nonetheless, Stefani 
is a fashion icon who has been rocking 
it for decades. Here's what you need to 
channel her "Settle Down" style.

“Every time I go to the dentist or doc¬ 
tor, I ask if I can have something. My goal 
is to collect every type of tool that’s ever 
been used on me,” she says. “Then, I take 
these tools, which are very hardcore¬ 
looking, and give them something soft and 
cuddly because they took care of me, you 
see—it’s reciprocal. Of course, I leave little 
bits of metal sticking out that are just ter¬ 
rifying enough. I love that juxtaposition.” 

She also suffers from frequent nose¬ 
bleeds, which she promptly transforms 
into art. “Whenever I get one, I go to the 
scanner and bleed on it,” she admits. “Once, 
I took the scans and crocheted an afghan 
with all of these abstract splotches on it and 
hung it up at a show. Two older ladies just 
loved it until I told them what it was.” 

But it’s the end-of-the-world scenarios 
that really get her soon-to-be-bottled 
plasma flowing, and her grand apoca¬ 
lyptic statement, the Cupcake Bunker, 
debuts next month at Coastline’s “Cake/ 
fondant” exhibit. 

“I was in the shower,” she recalls, “and I 
thought would it be totally bizarre to make 
a bunker shaped like a cupcake because it’s 
the thing that you love, that gives you the 
most comfort, the most joy, and it’s an irony 
that the best thing you’ve ever had in your 
mouth will probably be where you’ll die.” 

The bunker, which is roughly the size 
of a Smart Car, will house one survivor 


who’ll be surrounded by food, tools and 
first-aid necessities—all covered in cozies. 
And this brings us to the color pink. 

“I was a tomboy growing up, and I’ve 
been wearing men’s clothes forever and 
don’t even know how to act like a woman, 
but I LOVE pink,” Caterina enthuses. 

“I just have to ‘come out’ about it, I 
guess—everything I have is pink. If I 
could have a pink car, I would. So, 

I’m embracing this ‘love that dare 
not speak its name,’ and inside the 
bunker, everything is so pink and 
so cuddly and so soft that when 
I started to cover things, it got 
really nauseating pretty quickly.” 

The only downside Caterina 
realized, after talking with doctor 
and scientist friends, is that no one 
could actually survive in the bunker if 
things do take a turn for the worst. 

“You’ll only have so much time before 
you poison yourself with C0 2 ,” she says, 
sighing. “So, it turns out that my Cold 
War cupcake is actually a sarcophagus.” 

But what a way to go.

Keeping It Reel 

Twenty years in, ska punks Reel Big Fish are still skanking for good times’ sake

A h, the glories of being an Ameri¬ 
can ska band in the 1990s. Back 
then, the third wave of the 
Jamaica-bred genre collided with main¬ 
stream music, allowing bands such as 
No Doubt, Goldfinger and the Mighty 
Mighty Bosstones to showcase their 
sunny sound on movie soundtracks and 
the Billboard charts. But by the time 
2000 rolled in, ska was quickly going out 
of fashion, gradually following the swing 
revival toward the wasteland of dated 
’90s sounds. Even some of the biggest 
names ditched their brass sections and 
rebranded themselves as rock and pop 
acts. That might’ve been fine for other 
bands of ska-ship jumpers, but Reel Big 
Fish vowed to do no such thing. 

The Orange County outfit—best 
known for “Sell Out” and covering 
A-ha’s “Take On Me” for the BASEket- 
ball soundtrack—were a major ’90s-ska 
success story who have held fast to the 
genre, despite the shifting tides of popu¬ 
lar music, from their breakout days with 
1996’s sophomore effort Turn the Radio 
Off (during the beginning of their FM 
popularity) to 2009’s Fame, Fortune and 
Fornication. “I feel pretty lucky, being 
a part of this band because now that it’s 
been around for 20 years, there’s a cer¬ 
tain respect that starts to come, [having] 
been around for this long and still [play¬ 
ing] to a thousand or more people every 
night,” drummer Ryland Steen says. 
“Whenever we play festivals, we always 
have all these younger bands—screamo, 
metal-type, all sorts of bands—coming 


up to us before we play, like, ‘Oh, I’ve 
been listening to you guys for years.’” 

However, he also admits that in 
recent years, ska is sometimes treated 
as though it’s a red-headed stepchild by 
those who used to go to Reel Big Fish 
shows in their younger years and skank 
the night away. 

Steen is in a curious position as a 
newer member of the band’s six-piece 
lineup. The affable Lincoln, Nebraska- 
bred, Orange-based drummer joined 
Reel Big Fish in 2005 after building his 
resume as a session player and sideman 
for Maroon 5, American Idol’s Kris Allen 
and Mars Volta keyboardist Ikey Owens, 
among others. Realistically, Reel Big 
Fish’s mainstream glory days are long 
gone, but Steen doesn’t seem bothered 
by not having been around then. He 
argues that the band have cultivated 
a deep enough fan base that they’re 
isolated from the ridicule other such 
groups might endure, adding that a lot 
of their devout followers have outlasted 
some of their former members (of which 
there are many). 

“It’s almost like people don’t look at 
us as a ska/punk band anymore. They 
just look at us as this band that have 
been around for forever, and people 
like to come to the show and have fun,” 
Steen says. “But to all those other haters 
of ska out there, I would just like to say, 
‘Lighten up.’” 

Reel Big Fish’s sound favors a bright, 
party-starting sensibility, but beneath 
those hooks, Aaron Barrett’s lyrics have 


delivered sharp doses of self-aware 
sarcasm to juxtapose the sweetness 
and sincerity. Their new record’s title, 
Candy Coated Fury, brilliantly sums up 
the group’s aesthetic. Steen, meanwhile, 
looks at their sound as a blend of varied 
ideas. “We have the uptempo ska music. 
We have the punk. We’ll even throw in 
some of the reggae vibe and midtempo 
rockers,” he says, pointing to Barrett’s 
affinity for Poison and crucial ’70s/’80s 
ska band the Specials. “We definitely call 
ourselves a ska/punk band, but we have 
a whole lot of different influences in the 
music, as well.” 

In past interviews, Steen talked about 
how Reel Big Fish audiences “recycle,” 
as teenage fans grow older and feel the 
need to listen to “more ‘serious’ music,” 
passing their CDs onto younger broth¬ 
ers and sisters, creating new fans. Even 
so, he believes those original fans will 
return once they’re in their late 20s 
or early 30s— right when they want to 
relive the good times of their youth. 

“Our live show has always been about 
trying to have fun—this sort of symbiotic 
circle we create with the audience and 
the band,” Steen says. “We’re all here to 
have fun, and we’re all in this together.”

Once More, With Feeling 


Summer at the Center 
introduces at-risk youth 
to musical theater

MIA# hy do we have our 

struggles?” A teenage boy 
W W raps the lyric as his peers 
watch. He stands beside a gleaming grand 
piano in the center of the rehearsal room. 

Mario Lescot, a theater instructor and 
the guest speaker for the afternoon, inter¬ 
rupts. “Have you ever watched someone 
you love struggle?” he asks the crowd of 
high school students. Heads nod. “I have,” 
he continues. “I watched my brother go 
through drug addiction and die in the 
streets.” He turns to the boy. “Now look at 
me. Ask me like I have the answer.” 

“Why do we have our struggles?” the 
teen raps. 

Lescot looks unfazed. “I don’t care,” 
he says. 

“Why do we have our struggles?” the 
boy asks again. 

“I don’t care.” 

The teen opens his arms and begins 
again, his voice suddenly booming with 
passion. “Why do we have our struggles!?” 

Lescot smiles and gives the young per¬ 
former a hug. Cheers erupt. 

“The more you feel, the more you 
grow,” Lescot explains. 

Wearing black, logo-emblazoned T-shirts 
and sneakers, the 40 young men and 
women are part of Summer At the Center 
(SATC), an intensive two-week musical 
theater program designed for at-risk high 
school students. Now in its 21st year, the 
program is presented by Segerstrom Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts in Costa Mesa, where the 
teens are preparing to perform a Broadway 
revue-style show on Saturday. In sessions 
led by local arts professionals, they learn 
acting and vocal techniques, songwriting 
skills, and dance styles ranging from ballet 
to hip-hop to disco. 

The students come from broken pasts— 
many were plucked from continuation high 
schools, foster care and juvenile detention 
centers. In an interview process, the teens 
spoke about their hardships, which include 
drug abuse, teenage pregnancy, abandon¬ 
ment, violence, learning disabilities and 
struggles with sexual identity. Organizers 


whittled down the applicant pool from 100, 
selecting those whom they believed needed 
the program the most. 

On the day of orientation, artistic direc¬ 
tor Bill Brawley explained to the students 
that they are safe here. “We told them, 

‘We don’t know about your past, but we 
are here with you in the present and the 
future. What matters is today.’” 

Some were a bit guarded at first. 
“Growing up, I never really had a father,” 
says Jorge, a 17-year-old from Costa Mesa. 
“I had some trusting issues. But I knew 
that people here have had hardships, too. 
They understand.” 

They practice their choreographed 
dances in small groups. “Kick! Step-step- 
step. Kick! Step-step-step,” a teacher calls 
out. A student twirls a young woman into 
his arms. 

The goal of the program is to help stu¬ 
dents learn how to take “healthy risks,” 
says Talena Mara, head of the education 
department at Segerstrom Center for the 
Arts. “It’s funny how they’re willing to 
use drugs or steal but they’re afraid to get 
up and dance,” Mara says. “I heard a cou¬ 
ple of kids say, ‘I really have to learn how 
to have fun where no drugs are involved. 

I need to figure out how people do that.’“ 
For many students, she says, performing 
onstage can be euphoric. “It’s a different 
type of high,” she says. 

SATC, funded by private donations 
and corporate sponsors, is a collaboration 
between the Orange County Department 
of Education and its Alternative, Commu¬ 
nity and Correctional Education Schools 
and Services (ACCESS) division. 

For the teens, ready to emerge from the 
shadows and into the spotlight, the pro¬ 
gram is like therapy. 

Standing near the piano, one young 
man raps, “I’m gonna take my dreams to 
so many places. I’m gonna rap my dreams 
to so many faces.” 

“Where did that hurt?” Lescot asks. 

“My chest, my heart, my soul,” the 
boy replies. 

Lescot nods in approval. “You have to 
feel it,” he says.

T hough Chris Tsagakis' main gig as drum¬ 
mer for Rx Bandits was put on ice when 
the band went on indefinite hiatus last year, 
his kit hasn't collected any dust. Lately, 
he has been more interested in his drum- 
and-synth side project under his longtime 
nickname, C-Gak. An evolution from the 
work under his previous moniker, Technol¬ 
ogy, C-Gak embraces the idea of the fusion 
between man and machine. His dynamic live 
performance gets processed through loop 
stations as he builds songs on the spot using 
random sound effects and the lo-fi caress of 
old-school synths. Aside from getting bolder 
with his compositions and finding new 
weapons to add to his experimental electro 
arsenal, he says the name change makes his 
final product a lot more searchable. 

"It's all one and the same approach," 
Tsagakis says. "But that name [Technology] 
was impossible to find on Google. Many 
fans already knew me from Rx Bandits 
as C-Gak, so it made much more sense; it 
really ties it together for them." 

The Long Beach resident regularly 
shares his latest arty, aural creations via 
Band Camp and other social-media sites to 
give fans consistent snapshots of his cre¬ 
ative process. This year already saw one of 
his more ambitious numbers: the 10-minute 
"Goodnight Air," a blend of gentle key¬ 
boards and jittery beats that pulse tensely, 
creating something that resembles an ele¬ 
gant film noir sequence's soundtrack. When 
Tsagakis' muscular, floor-tom pounding 
emerges near the conclusion, it's a spot-on 
blend of acoustic and electronic elements. 
Tsagakis says his introduction to working 


on a solo project was simply a happy acci¬ 
dent. "It all came down to a Triton Worksta¬ 
tion keyboard, sitting in a garage. I came in 
with Matt [Embree, Rx Bandits singer/gui¬ 
tarist], and I just started playing around with 
it for fun. I realized it was something I could 
experiment more with at home." Originally, 
the side project was electronic-based, but 
then he started added drums for live shows 
to make the music rumble onstage. 

"I've always enjoyed synths, both the 
sounds and the possibilities," he says. 
"Then I got intrigued by using a sampler, 
doing things such as hitting a washing 
machine, shaking things, turning sounds 
into a beat." 

Tsagakis often collaborates with singer 
and Sarget House label mate Lisa Pap- 
ineau, who has lent her smoky vocals to 
acts such as Air, M83, and ME & LP (her 
project with Embree). "I ended up meeting 
her at a club and invited her to come over 
and jam, since we had somewhat similar 
tastes," Tsagakis says. Fine efforts such as 
"Shooting Stars" and "Out for a Swim" are 
among the products of their chemistry. 

This spirit of collaboration spills over 
into Tsagakis' summer-long Monday resi¬ 
dency at Harvelle's in Long Beach, where 
he jams with different local acts each 
week. "I'll start each night before other 
guests or bands I've booked take the stage, 
then I close the evening, and it all blends 
together," he says. 

Even with Rx Bandits resurfacing with 
a brief run of shows in Brazil this month, 
Tsagakis continues to push the capabilities 
of his hybrid electronic project. "There are 
many different things I listen for, especially 
in terms of production, and different ways to 
get sounds," he says. "I work mainly on my 
own, but I've been trying to get more vocal¬ 
ists to work with, and I like working with 
bass players as well, so they can give me 
their own take on the music."

He is completely resistant. It is ironic that the 
pill protects me from pregnancy if I have sex, but 
we're having less sex due to the weight gain, 
bloating, bleeding, no sex drive and other side 
effects. My doctor does not think other options 
for birth control (e.g., an intrauterine device) will 
be a good fit for me. Should I continue on the pill, 
or tell my husband that if he wants sex, he has to 
share responsibility in avoiding pregnancy? 

Tired Of Pills 

Shared responsibility. 

And you can keep having sex without pills, 
condoms or pregnancies. There’s oral (his-and- 
hers), anal (ditto) and mutual masturbation 
(underrated). But if it’s vaginal intercourse he 
wants, then he’ll have to get used to condoms. 


Some women can’t take hormonal birth control, 
and your husband is married to one. 

I was watching a porno featuring a hot, gay three- 
some.Two tops double-penetrated a bottom.The 
odd part:The tops shared a single condom! I'm 
wondering how safe this might be. It certainly 
doesn't seem safe. 

Dubious In Phoenix 

It was safe for the bottom—provided that 
overtaxed condom didn’t burst (here’s hoping 
they were using a more spacious, more durable 
female condom)—but it wasn’t safe for the tops. 
Jamming two dicks into a single condom could 
result in dick-to-dick transmission of a number 
of sexually transmitted infections—herpes, HPV, 
chlamydia, syphilis, gonorrhea, etc. 

I am a 25-year-old straight woman. I recently 
started seeing a man.The first time I slept with 
him, he told me he was interested in a relation¬ 
ship, and I told him I wanted to keep things purely 
casual. Over the next month and a half of talking 
to him, hanging out and having sex, I started to 
really like him. I was thinking about changing my 
mind and taking the relationship to the next level. 

The last time I saw him was a week ago. He 
came over, we had sex, and then he mentioned he 
had met someone else. As he was beginning to 
elaborate, I told him to leave. 

My anger comes from his timing. If he had 
told me this before we had sex, Dan, I would have 
been able to have a constructive conversation 
about this.The problem now, if I'm being com¬ 
pletely honest with myself, is that I really like him 
and I don't want to stop seeing him. 

A couple of questions: Do I reach out to him 
again? Did I overreact? 

Left In The Lurch 

I can understand why you were upset. You 
had already taken things to the “next level” in 
your heart—you were thinking of this guy as 
your boyfriend—you just hadn’t gotten around 
to informing him about the upgrade. And you 
assumed that when you did get around to letting 
him know, he would be delighted. Because he 
was the one who wanted a relationship at the 
beginning, right? 

Unfortunately, he took you at your word when 
you said you weren’t interested in a relationship. 
Keeping things “purely casual” with you meant 
he was free to pursue a relationship with some¬ 
one else. 

I can’t help but wonder what he was about to 
say when you told him to get out. He met some¬ 
one else, which wasn’t a violation of your rules. 
Did that mean things were over between you two 
(which would make the timing of the last fuck an 
insult)? Or was he willing to pass on this other 
girl if you were ready for a relationship (which 
would make tossing him out before he could 
elaborate a mistake)? You probably should’ve 
heard him out. 

Go ahead and reach out. Let him know that 
you were thinking about taking things to the next 
level—ughers to that phrase—before he told you 
about the other girl. You were starting to fall for 
him, you hoped he felt the same, and you were 
disappointed. But since he was only doing what 
you asked—keeping it casual—you can’t fault him 
for keeping his options open, looking around, 
dating other girls, etc. And you can’t fault him for 
failing to read your mind. 

Close by telling him that you’d be open to 
dating—a real, noncasual relationship—if things 
don’t work out with this other girl.
